Model English: Book II—The Qualities Style. 
Cross College, Worcester, Massachusetts. 


Some years ago Father Don- 
nelly put English teachers very 
considerably under obligations 
him publishing Model 
English: Book better known 
under its former title, Imitation 
and Analysis. that work 
the author presented number 
excellent studies and exer- 
cises English prose based 
upon Irving’s Sketch Book. 
was book carefully planned 
and admirably adapted the 
needs classes written Eng- 
lish. The only possible objec- 
tion was that all the illus- 
trations were taken from sin- 
gle author. true that The 
Sketch Book contains examples 
every type prose composi- 
tion and that Irvnig’s style— 
mellow, leisurely and allusive—makes safe and stimu- 
lating model for the learner. But, after all, but one 
model; and the student who plays what Stevenson called 
“the sedulous ape” any one writer, matter how in- 
trinsically excellent, grave danger acquiring 
narrow conception the scope and variety the written 
word. 

This objection cannot made against the book before 
us. The passages for analysis and imitation are culled 
from refreshingly wide range writers old and new, 
and they represent those writers their best. The list 
includes such names Wendell Phillips, Katherine Tynan, 
Clinton Scollard, Grattan, Meagher, Daly, O’Connell, 
Agnes Repplier, George Meredith and Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan Book contains examples not only variety 
form and type, but variety style; and the student 
who should nothing more than read the quoted pass- 
ages would that process acquire realization 
the diversity ways which all sorts ideas may 
expressed writing. 

Father Donnelly lays claim novelty originality 
his application the inductive method the teaching 
composition; indeed, emphasizes the fact that the 
method old, almost, the art writing. the 
method which Isocrates developed formidable group 
orators, contrast with the theoretical method 
teaching employed with little practical results Aristo- 
tle; and the method which St. Augustine had mind 
when wrote: “Without the rules rhetoric have 
known very many become better speakers than those 
who learned the rules, but have never known one who 
became speaker without reading hearing the discus- 
sions and speeches others.” the method, too, that 
has been followed many relatively unlearned man 
who managed learn how write acceptably and even 
brilliantly, and many unschooled woman who, read- 
ing with care and listening attentively good speakers, 
acquired command English correct, brilliant and idio- 
matic. 

Model English, need hardly said, does not run 
extremes. does not cast the theory composition into 
exterior darkness. merely insists, with emphasis 
made necessary the tendency teachers stress for- 
mality and rhetoric, that theory kept its proper place. 
“Definitions and terms,” writes Father Donnelly, his 
brief and suggestive preface, “have their legitimate use, 
but commit them memory does not make writers 
speakers. The speaker writer made speaking and 
writing, and though each one should furnish his own 
thoughts, need not, and for the most part cannot, de- 
vise new words new forms sentences and paragraphs.

There have text upon which every teacher Eng- 
lish, and every prospective teacher English, might make 
salutary professional meditation. Some are aware 
that there still exists the dry and mechanical text-book 
teacher who assigns pages grammar rhetoric 
conned rote and cast into his teeth. Can ever for- 
get how our infant flesh used stretched upon the rack 
Brown’s First Lines? participle word derived 
from verb, participating the porperties verb, 
abjective noun, and generally formed adding 
ing, the What did all mean? How 
word derived from verb? What are the properties 
verb, and how can they participated in? didn’t 
know, and didn’t care. And the teacher didn’t care; 
are almost warranted the suspicion that the teacher 
didn’t know. Grammar such classes had nothing 
with the art speaking writing; was simply some- 
thing “recited” with the shrill glibness parrot 
and the intelligence fish-horn. 

Father Donnelly’s splendid sense proportion no- 
where better shown than his assigning the first rank 
clearness among the qualities style. “Clearness,” 
says, “is the first and most quality language. 
The purpose language convey thought from one 
mind another. Language should therefore exactly 
mirror the writer’s thought and such readily 
understood the reader. Clear thinking needed for 
clear writing. Study, careful reading, analysis composi- 
tions and the choice subject within one’s powers are 
helps clear thinking.” And the nature clearness it- 
self simply and workably discloses telling that 
“Language clear when the thought fully and readily 
understood.” 

This recognition the prime importance clearness 
should prove helpful many our teachers. Thanks 
intensive text-book study, the almost complete exclu- 
sion practical work analysis and imitation, they have 
formed the notion that the most important quality style 
torious fact that piece writing may perfectly cor- 
rect, elegant and proper, and yet insufferably dull, vapid 
and muddy. Much the writing emanating from univer- 
sity centers, writing that finds its way into journals 
pedagogy and psychological reveiws and presidential in- 
augurals, this sort; and the unthinking speak 
with bated breath being “deep” and “scholarly.” Things 
have come such pass that man who really knows 
how write, with clearness, force and interest, who can 
make himself understood immediately and directly, 
often condemned superficial. From one point view 
perhaps just well that murky style cultivated 
the seats the mighty; everybody could write with 
the clearness Father Donnelly, too many our 
“scholars” might found out. 

Model English does another service for the teacher 
English reminding him, almost every page, the 
necessity correlating composition work with the study 
literature. Here, for example, are some practical com- 
position hints for the class studying Shakespeare: 

“Tell the story Macbeth single paragraphs, his- 
intending show the evil unlawful ambition. 
What changes would made this narrative (Cassius’s 
account his rescue the drowning Caesar) were writ- 
ten for newspaper history? What Cassius 
proving his story and how does present the facts 
for force? Imagine some one else telling the story 
praise Cassius.”

Composition work too often performed lifeless, 
routine manner because both teacher and pupil there 
lacking the use the pictorial and constructive imagina- 
tion. This fact Father Donnelly well knows and accord- 
ingly devotes chapter discussion means for de- 
veloping this sadly misunderstood and underrated faculty. 
His general methods for stimulating the imagination are: 
read good fiction and especially poetry; reflect 
what has been read; and “realize what you read and 
what you think striving see particular instance 
exemplification the words and thoughts.” His 
commendably practical particular methods are: put 
the concrete for the abstract; put the particular for the 
general; put significant part for the whole; learn 
make comparisons; expand comparisons. 

These principles are enforced and illustrated means 
numerous examples. Thus have two versions 
stanza from Tennyson’s The Miller’s Daughter: 


Original reading: 


loved from off the bridge hear 
The rushing sound the water made 
And see the fish that everywhere 
the back current glanced and played.” 


Present reading: 
“Or from the bridge learned hear 
The milldam rushing down with noise 
And see the minnows everywhere 
crystal eddies glance and poise.” 


“Compare the two readings,” Father Donnelly directs, 
“and say whether the changes have made the lines more 
imaginative. ‘Glance,’ the swift dart the minnow re- 
flecting the sunlight from its scales, and ‘poise,’ the quiv- 
ering pause before new dart, are two characteristic acts 
minnow. What actions would you choose charac- 
teristic cat kitten, dog, horse the pasture, 
snake, bird the air, butterfly, fly, locomotive, 
soldiers, sailors, tramps, etc?”

meaty appendix consisting directions for teach- 
ers Father Donnelly distinguishes four kinds composi- 
tion work. The first restoration: “Deprive passage 
some point style omission, exchange, substi- 
tution, and then exact its replacement.” Even with very 
young children this method may successfully employed 
teach, for instance, the proper order words. pupil 
will learn something worth learning restoring such 
passage the following (recalled from text used many 
years ago): “Little Sammy the apple tree was in, when 
old goat came.

Early the eighteenth cen- 
tury appeared Defoe’s Robinson 
Crusoe, which was the first 
nove! incident Mrs. Behn’s 
Oroonoko, published 1696, 
was the first mumanitarian novel 
published 
son Crusoe, like Bunyan’s Pil- 
grim’s Progress, allegory. 
the way, the English novel 
Owes not little also the lat- 
ter, which bears the same rela- 
tion the novel proper that the 
morality play bears the drama 
proper. 

Robinson Crusoe Defoe 
humanized 
son Crusoe became immediately 
the most popular piece fiction 
ever written. became once 

part the world’s literature and remains such today. 
critic points out the production Robinson Cru- 
soe unity was imposed Defoe the very nature 
his subject while the greatest scope was given him for 
the effective introduction realistic detail. The novel 
was written when the author was fifty-eight, years old. 
Very few great novels have been written young men. 
Now let here ask what factors conditions Eng- 
lish life led the production the novels Rich- 
ardson, Fielding, Smollet and Sterne, which appeared 
about the middle the eighteenth century, for there 
logical connection between life and art, least between 
life and its reflection art form. 

The first fact that the decline the theatre 
during the early part the eighteenth century made way 
for the novel. Nor should forget this connection 
the letters, journals and diaries the times, especially 
the diaries Pepys. These were all certainly contrib- 
uting factors this first great era English fiction. 

Then, too, must consider the essays Addison and 
Steele the Tatler and Spectator. these have the 
methods and objects the modern novel for the Sir 
Roger Coverly papers the Spectator have really 
serial novel high order, the only thing lacking being 
unity and continuity scheme. Lord Macauley once 
expressed the opinion that Addison had written novel 
extensive plan would have been superior any- 
thing possess. 

may said that English fiction understand 
today really began with Richardson, Fielding, Smollet 
and Sterne. Fielding the ancestor Thackeray, and 
Smollet the ancestor Dickens. 1740 appeared Rich- 
ardson’s Tamela; Virtue Rewarded; 1747 from the 
same pen, “The History Clarissa Harlowe,” which 
one the masterpieces English fiction. 

There are three ways telling story: the 
author tells directly—this the favorite way Field- 
ing, Scott, Dickens and Thackeray. The second way— 
which the chosen way Smollet and Goldsmith—is 
put the whole story the mouth the principal char- 
acter. Swift and Defoe also adopted this method. The 
third telling story series letters. This was 
Richardson’s method. may said that Richardson was 
the first the history fiction strike with the 
genius the rock sentiment and Defoe was the 
first discover the novel incident Richardson was 
the first discover the art the novel character. 

was customary Richardson’s time read his nov- 
els aloud the family circle. When some pathetic 
passage was reached the members the family would 
retire separate apartments weep; and after compos- 
ing themselves they would return the fireside hear 
the reading proceed. 

1742 Fielding published Joseph Andrew, and 1749 
appeared his great novel, Tom Jones, representing the 
fullness Fielding’s art and manhood. 

matter how viewed, whether from art thought, 
plot construction the solution problems, Tom Jones

Fielding taught many advances his generation the 
art novel writing. 

regards Smollet and Sterne, neither can justly 
regarded great novelist. Smollet’s chief praise 
that revived England the picaresque romance which 
had origin Spain and which the greatest .example 
all literature Sage’s Gil Blas. Sterne was mas- 
ter humor and pathos and will forever remembered 
that inimitable work, Tristram Shandy, though its oc- 
casional coarseness repels one. 

There are two writers fiction cannot very well 
pass over here: Samuel Johnson and Oliver Goldsmith. 
critic tells Johnson Rasselas turned the senti- 
mental novel Richardson into sermon while Gold- 
smith the Vicar Wakefield turned Fielding’s novel 
into prose poem. Referring this work Goldsmith 
Prof. Church Yale University says: “In the Vicar 
Wakefield Goldsmith ever singing the same ‘Dear 
lovely bowers innocence and ease’ which afterwards 
sang the Deserted Village. may said that the 
genius Goldsmith the kindred genius Chau- 
cer across the centuries. 

The story the discovery Goldsmith’s novel the 
Vicar Wakefield Johnson, says Prof. Church, told 
Boswell, one the best known and most character- 
istic passages Goldsmith’s life. The picture Gold- 
smith arrested for debt, changing the guinea sent him 
Johnson for bottle Madeira wine, helpless and angry, 
while completed novel which sold the first offer for 
sixty pounds lay written his desk, has often been em- 
ployed illustrate the improvidence authors. 

The nineteenth century opens with four women novel- 
ists note whose work may designated the novel 
Domestic Satire. These four women are Charlotte Bronte, 
Miss Burney, Miss Edgeworth and Jane Austen. these 
the most gifted without doubt Miss Austen. Indeed 
not sure but English fiction owes more her than 
any other woman. will remembered that Macau- 
ley institutes comparison between Miss Austen and 
Shakespeare. Speaking the two Goldwin Smith 
his admirable life Jane Austen: “The hand that 
drew Miss Bates—one the characters Miss Austen’s 
novels—though could not have drawn Lady Macbeth, 
could have drawn Dame Quickly the Merry Wives 
Windsor, the nurse Romeo and Juliet. Miss 
Austen’s work the analytic novel with its interest depend- 
ing almost entirely the delineation character reached 
its highest polish. 

There but one other woman writer fiction who can 
classed with Miss Austen and that George Eliot. 
Her best work was done between 1858 and 1863. George 
Eliot seemed have been devoted Jane Austen, Dar- 
win, Spencer and Comte. She writes fiction with the 
weight the ethical upon her. But unfortunately, this 
ethical purpose becomes times such weight George 
Eliot that destroys her art. The Mill the Floss 
generally regarded her masterpiece. largely auto- 

biographical. But novelist George Eliot nothwith- 
standing her rare gifts and massive sincerity, falls below 
Fielding and Scott and Thackeray.

Memorizing Without Understanding. 


Generally should disposed maintain that 
pupil obliged learn nothing route but what has 
been thoroughly understood. the prevailing practice 
the school system today.

Universally admired the literary character 
Hamlet’s soliloquy, who would dream including 
the memory work primary school third fourth 
grade? The traditional nursery rhime, the child’s earliest 
recitation effort, has held its place for centuries through 
possessing the one single merit being intelligible; 
usually possesses not the first quality poetry; often 
silly. Readers are precribed for successive grades 
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school work view the pupils’ capacity under- 
stand their contents; only when that quality assured 
there any question assigning memory tasks. Teachers 
geometry generation more ago scrupulously in- 
sisted the words the enunciation being committed 
memory; what should have been our opinion 
teacher imposing this task utter regardlessness our 
having first understood its meaning? The highly com- 
mendable practice colleges and academies memoriz- 
ing texts and extracts from Holy Writ supposes the se- 
lection such the student interested in. all this 
conformity with the common practice catechism 
classes? Are not our children everywhere obliged 
learn catechism answers which they not understand? 

The practice objectionable, for other reason, 
because the altogether unnecessary burden imposes 
the Even some reasonable justification for 
the method could adduced must realize that the 
effort memorize and retain under such circumstances 
multiplied almost beyond calculation. Dr. Butler’s 
Catechism these two questions and answers appear side 
side: 

(1) Can the bond tie marriage ever broken? 

never can but the death the husband wife. 

(2) Why did Christ institute the Sacraments? 

For the sanctification our souls, and prepare 
for happy and glorious resurrection. 

have never known child fail the former these 
answers. have never known any but the brightest and 
most persevering pupils succeed giving the latter.

Why should child 
required expend much time and energy, not speak 
patience and perseverance, what him nothing 
more than meaningless collection words? Strange 
say the practice has had its defenders even among those 
whose gravity and intelligence are bound respect. 
Their contention is: “The child will retain the words; 
later, his intelligence matures, will realize the force 
them”; surely most roundabout process acquiring 
truth upon which eternal salvation may depend. 

That this method may have any efficacy all, 
absolutely and primarily essential that when the pupil 
shall have come maturer years still retains accurately 
what blindly memorized when child. that very 
common? Advocates the system seem take this 
matter course, feel perfectly assured the average 
catechism learner will not forget. their assurance 
merely priori, have they actually put test?

His pictures generally represent children and dogs.

tures. detail too small for his careful attention. His 
paintings have been often reproduced and are very popular. 
Some his best known pictures besides the one presented 
this study are “Once Bitten, Twice Shy,” “The Order 


the Bath,” “In Disgrace,” “Sweethearts,” “Trust,” Spe- 
cial Pleader” and “Wake Up.” Mr. Barber’s choice sub- 
jects characteristic the English art the present time, 
which makes strong appeal the home-loving instinct, 
love children and domestic animals, well dealing 
with the trifles that make large part daily life. 
All these are recorded with profuseness that testifies 
the public’s unfailing demand for this kind art. 


During period twenty-five years Mr. Barber executed 
large number pictures for Queen Victoria. painted 
most her Majesty’s dogs, combining many with group 
her grandchildren. His last picture painted for the Queen 
the year his death represented her her pony car- 
riage surrounded her grandchildren. Mr. Barber lived 
most his life London and died there

ROPE WORK 


Rope work has been given important place the study 
Vitalized Agriculture because its practicability. Rope 
the farmer’s “right hand man”; could not conduct his 
business without its aid. 

When take into consideration the fact that more than 
$20,000,000 spent yearly the purchase sisal and manila 
fibers, which are imported from Yucatan and the Philippines, 
begin have some realization the importance the 
rope and twine industry. 


effort find satisfactory substitute for these tropi- 
cal fibers, one manufacturing company expended more than 
$1,000,000 experimenting with home-grown flax. The experi- 
mental work was successful, and twine was produced 
which was satisfactory every way except that crickets and 
grasshoppers ate it, causing the bundles fall open the 
field. Experiments extending over period several years 
have failed find any treatment which the twine could 
subjected make immune from the attacks insects, 
and twine manufacturers are compelled continue the im- 
portation sisal and manila fibers. 

The perfection binder twine alone has come through 
many and expensive experiments. One manufacturer spent 
$15,000 trying make twine out grass, $35,000 using paper 
substitute, and $43,000 straw—all the end 
discarded unsatisfactory. Then after searching the world 
with close-tooth rake, were, was found that two 
fibers only could made the work—manila and sisal. 


SISAL FIBER 


The natives Yucatan call the plant from which sisal 
obtained, henequen (henequen). 

really one the numerous species agore, many 
varieties which are found tropical countries and which 
when transplanted our greenhouses and conservatories 
the North are called “century plants”. 

Yucatan furnishes ideal conditions soil and climate 
for the growth this plant, existing and flourishing 
does largely air and moisture the atmosphere, and not 
being dependent upon rich soil. 


Large plantations are given over the production 
these plants. The jungle land cleared, burned over, young 
plants (nursery grown) about two years, are now trans- 
planted rows eight feet apart, which give about one thou- 
sand plants the acre. There further cultivation 
necessary except the occasional cutting the undergrowth, 
which done with the machete, large knife with straight 
blade from eighteen twenty-four inches length. While 
the plants are young this undergrowth usually cut twice 
year. After the plants are mature one cutting each year 
sufficient. 


requires from five seven years for these plants 
mature after having been set out the plantation. When 
the plants reach maturity the cutting the leaves begins. 
Only the under mature leaves are taken. possible 
cut from twelve twenty leaves from each plant. The 
leaves average little less than two pounds weight. 

Usually from 1/3 per cent marketable fiber, 
about ounce, secured from the average leaf, making 
average perhaps pound from each plant, one thou- 
sand pounds from acre. This the result year’s 
operation. 


There particular season when leaves are harvested; 
the contrary leaves are cut every week the year. Each 
leaf handled individually, being first cut from the plant, 
then the spines removed from the edge the leaf, then the 
leaves packed bundles about fifty and carried the 
edge the plantation the nearest tramway. From 
there they are conveyed the cleaning plant, which 
centrally located each plantation. The leaves are put 
through the cleaning machine the rate about three 


thousands per hour. The fiber, after leaves the machine, 

carried into the drying yard and spread galvanized 

wire where dries and bleaches the sun, after which 

gathered and taken into the warehouse where pressed 

and baled the same form which reaches the mills, 

where made into twine, rope and cordage all kinds. 
The Halter Tie Knot 

Note: This one the very practical lessons the 
second “Making Things” year Professor Hol- 
den’s Rotaton Plan for the vitalized teaching agriculture 
rural schools. Other lessons will follow. 

Uses the Halter Knot. The halter hitch tie, 
sometimes called, has many uses. The most common and 
the one which best adapted, implied its name. 
Boys, especially farm boys, are familiar with the use 
halters. halter tie hitch used fasten the end 
rope, attached animal post, ring, other object. 
right handed person tying any halter tie uses the left 
hand. When placing the end rope around the post 
through the hole the manger, this leaves the other hand 
free tie the knot. 

There are half dozen ways making the halter tie. 
are going learn about four them. 

made properly halter tie will slip tight. Therefore, 
never fasten rope afound animal’s neck with halter 
tie, may choke the animal. For this purpose the bow- 
line knot shown lesson much better. Two the 
most important things about the halter tie are that will 
become tighter under pull and that can easily untied 
jerking the end the rope. There are four different 
halter manger ties: the slip knot, the simplest form; the 
manger knot, commonly used; the hackamore knot, which 
can tied that non-slip knot slip knot; and 
the figure eight, the best all the halter ties. 

The Slip Knot. tie the slip knot put the end the 
halter rope through the ring hole the manger, post, 
holding tight the ropes where they cross and make 
loop, passing the end rope first the left and under 
the main part rope and then over the top the right, 
forming loop Fig. Now bring rope through 
loop (Fig. 1), pulling through the loop illustrated 
Fig. and draw tight Fig. This forms slip knot 
with bow. The end rope then placed through the 
loop shown the arrow Fig. This hitch will draw 
tight, although easily untied jerking the end 
rope 

The Manger Knot. The manger knot tied much the 
same way the slip knot. The manger the most used 
all the halter ties. tie this knot first put the end 
rope through the ring hole the manger. Then take 
hold the two ropes firmly with the left hand shown 
Fig. and turn rope back forming loop and pass 
the end the rope over the main rope the left 
shown Fig. Now pull rope through loop leav- 
ing the end back and form slip knot with Fig. 

demonstrate the way tying more clearly, Fig. 
shows the halter tie before drawn tight. 

Suggestions Teachers 

Have the pupils practice tying these knots. Remember 
that the only way they can become familiar with them 
that they can make practical use them practice, 
practice, practice. Teach the different steps tying 
numbering each motion. the manger knot there are three 
steps: first, take hold rope; second, turn rope left; 
third, draw rope through loop will save confu- 
sion all the pupils use the left hand placing the end 
the rope around the post. This will also simplify the 
teaching. 

The Hackamore Knot. tie the hackamore tie begin 
placing the rope through the ring, tying the slip 
knot and the manger knot.

THE BARN SWALLOW 


Once upon time many country children knew Barn Swal- 
low well they knew the chickens they fed. they could 
call only half dozen birds name this swallow was sure 
one them. Now one may live village, even 
the open farming country, without having the Barn Swal- 
low neighbor, and meet only perches tele- 
graph wire the roadside, flies great flock, com- 
pany with others its tribe, its roost some marsh- 
meadow while assembling for the autumnal migration. 

Why should this when the Barn Swallow bird 
the air, and feeds upon the wing, and therefore appar- 
ently takes fewer risks getting its living than the birds 
the trees the ground? Let spend few minutes 
studying the bird, and the conditions that surround it, and 
see whether answer the question may found. 

Swallow Characteristics 


The Swallow family includes more than eighty species 
generally distributed throughout the world, nine which are 
found some time the year within the borders 
the United States. Although there considerable variety 
the plumage these Swallows, nearly all show more 
less metallic luster the feathers the back, and all 
have pleasing voices, which sound more like rippling bird- 
laughter than attempt singing. All are strong and 
swift wing but weak feet; going prove, wise 
man has expressed it, that their wings have been developed 
the expense their claws. When they wish rest they 
choose, therefore, some very slender perch, telegraph wire. 

family noted this one for beauty and grace, our 
Barn Swallow well able hold its own; and his chief 
mark identity, the deeply forked, white-spotted tail, 
conspicuous, whether the bird the wing rest, that 
there should difficulty recognizing him.

Within such 
buildings, almost easy get into and out were the 
caves and broken crags which they resorted before barns 
were built, the Barn Swallows used nest, sometimes 
large colonies, while their cousins, the Cliff-Swallows, had 
quarters beneath.the outside eaves, line gourd-shaped 
tenements. 

the mountainous West these birds still place their 
nests crevices rocky cliffs rivers and lakes; but such 
wild resorts are abandoned for the shelter buildings 
soon the region begins civilized. The style the 
cradle for the expected young little changed moving 
from.the rock-cave the barn. composed pellets 
mud well mixed with straw; and may stuck against 
the wall rafter like bracket, set flat the level 
surface beam. either case the cup-like interior 
made soft and warm bed feathers. 

Destructive Sparrows 

Nowadays, however, the more thickly settled and pros- 
perous parts the country, these loosely built old barns 
have given place tightly constructed, neatly painted ones; 
thus, the new replaces the old their haunts, many pair 
swallows drop from their sky-high wooing find closed 


doors and tight roofs staring them the face. they 
move on. Whither? Out the frontiers into the “back 
counties.” This accounts, part, for what seems be, rather 
than is, decrease; but there constant and real loss 
Barn Swallows, according reports from all parts the 
country, chargeable the English Sparrows. These little 
bandits seem have special fondness for despoiling the 
nests swallows all kinds, tearing them pieces—per- 
haps for the sake the feathers and other good materials 
for sparrow use—and disturbing their owners until the 
harassed swallows finally abandon the premises. This 
extensive evil; and can prevented only our taking the 
trouble protect our swallows against their feathered en- 
emies. Cats also catch many swallows, snatching them out 
the air they skim close the ground pursuit grass- 
moths and similar low-flying insects. Rats and mice devour 
their eggs and young some extent. 

third and sadder reason why fewer Barn Swallows are 
now seen day’s drive through the country than used 
delight the eyes bird-lovers, that for several years 
they were killed thousands make ornaments for wom- 
en’s hats. This the bird, fact, which aroused the mind 
George Bird Grinnell, then editor Forest and Stream, 
such indignation the waste bird-life for millinery that 
wrote that vigorous editorial 1886 which immediately 
led the founding thie first Audubon Society. 

the Middle States the Barn Swallow comes soon after 
the first week April, time when the flying insects upon 
which feeds may expected plentiful. Its first 
appearance, well its last autumn, usually the 
vicinity water; and, before pairing, the nightly roost 
the birds the low bushes near some marsh-meadow. 

Eggs and Young 

Four six eggs are laid, white, speckled sparsely with 
pale red and brown. Two broods are usually reared 
season, the first nest being built early May and the second 
June; and sometimes even third brood comes. The 
young are dull and brownish first, like Bank Swallows, and 
the forked tail not fully developed until somewhat ad- 
vanced growth reached. 

this season the food-hunting flight the Barn Swallow 
incessant, and, the birds are sociable nature, they 
often out groups, when their happy twittering makes 
one the sounds should miss sadly were they dis- 
appear altogether from our neighborhood. addition 
killing myriads mosquitoes and their kin, small, injurious 
moths, flies, beetles, and several species winged ants are 
taken; and this fact makes these birds, should make them, 
very welcome about barns and stables. 

Everything concerning the life Barn Swallow simple, 
innocent, and suggestive the dawn things, before wild 
nature had learned protect itself against the wiles man; 
yet this Swallow quick wit wing where the 
care its young concerned. well remember the expedi- 
ent resorted pair swallows that had trouble 
coaxing their belated nestlings leave rafter our hay- 
loft.

Leaving 
aside the personal element the performer, such audi- 
ence applauds the composition rather than its rendition. 
you were inquire any one why they applaud, after 
hearing master-piece well played sung, you will most 
likely receive the answer, that the performer needs en- 
couragement and ought assured the good will 
the audience. Such applause given readily help 
along the timid pupil, show one’s approval the 
work proficient performer. have very striking 
example this, when audience, almost man, will 
applaud performer who has had lapse memory, and 
not able proceed. cannot say that such applause 
not sincere, for is; comes straight from the heart, 
and just genuine that given one who has done 
nobly. What said here, applies the applause given 
amateur performances, school entertainments, 
may truly said, that the same applies all cases and 
any us. 

Applause then, its best, something that cannot 
trusted. far from being infallible criterion. 
the child acting us. must recognize that audi- 
ence child and therefore shares all the capriciousness 
child. child can swayed its likes.and its 
dislikes, the public can prejudiced, and show this 
prejudice, either concerning the work, its rendition, the 
personality the performer. Like child, each one 
the hearers trying find out for himself the opinions 
those around him; very few will trust have 
opinion his own, and has one, will very 
careful not express too loudly, for fear meeting 
with the disproval others. Hence, the fallibility ap- 
plause. 

What the relation between the audience and the per- 
former? After all applause rests this relation. This 
relation expressed two words, give and take.

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Catholic Educational Problems. 

The November issue the quarterly 
Bulletin the Catholic Educational Asso- 
ciation, containing nearly 600 pages, 
devoted to the report of the sixteenth 
annual meeting that organization, held 
last summer at St. Louis. 

In the introduction appears the gratify- 
ing statement that Catholic education in 
the United States never was more 
flourishing condition than at the present 
time; that for years there have been 
among Catholics no public controversies 
on educational policies and problems; that 
harmony and good will and co-operation 
have characterized the relations of Cath- 
olic teachers, and progress has been 
achieved along all the lines of their work. 

timely subject discussed the su- 
perintendents’ section of the parish school 
department was introduced Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Lawlor, assistant superintendent 
of the parish schools of Newark, N. J., 
who read a.paper answering the question, 
“Are any changes needed in our elemen- 
tary schools to meet post-war condi- 
tions?”

It would involve the great 
blessing of retaining the young people 
an additional year in a Catholic atmos- 
phere, and might be a further incentive 
the erection central Catholic high 
schools. But before any radical depar- 
ture is taken, he submitted, the problem 
of the curriculum from the kindergarten 
ta the university should be solved in ac- 
cordance with the findings of scientific 
pedagogy. This he felt sure might be 
safely entrusted to the graduates of the 
Educational Department the Catholic 
University. 


Diocese Toledo. 


The Official Year Book and Seminary 
Report the Diocese Toledo for the 
year ending October 1, 1919, is a neatly 
printed pamphlet of 196 pages, embel- 
lished with full page half-tone views of 
eleven new diocesan buildings, as well 
as two interesting group photographs 
showing respectively the golden jubilee of 
Rev. M. Puetz, at Napoleon, O., last 
March, and the First Diocesan Euchar- 
istic Conference, at Tiffin, O., in June, as 
well as portraits of fine priests of the 
diocese who closed their earthly labors 
during the year. The report is mostly 
made up of statistics, indicating a flour- 
ishing condition of diocesan affairs. Not- 
ing that during the 
the old St. Mary’s Church at Tiffin was 
offered to the city and used as a “‘flu”’ 
hospital, Bishop Schrembs observes: “A 
false conception of sanitary prudence 
closed many our churches during the 
epidemic, and lessened considerably the 
morale of the people, who felt themselves 
forsaken by 200 at a time when they 
needed all the consolations religion. 
The danger contagion was far greater 
in our business houses and street cars 
and factories, all which remained wide 
open. It is sincerely hoped that wiser 
counsel will prevail the future. Our 
good Sisters distinguished themselves 
stricken in many of our cities.” 


Publishers’ Announcements. 


The premier shorthand event the 
year is the speed contest held undere the 
auspices of the National Shorthand Re- 
porters’ Association. The results of the 
last contest held at Detroit furnishes a 
number of surprises. All the tests were 
five minutes in length and dictations were 
given at the following rates of speed: 
(1) Literary matter 150 words min- 
ute; (2) Literary matter at 175 words a 
minute; (3) Literary matter 200 words 
a minute; (4) Extract from a judge’s 
charge at 240 words a minute; (5) Testi- 
mony at 280 words a minute. 

In addition, there was read a test on 
straight literary matter at the rate of 215 
words a minute. No transcriptions of the 
215 speed were handed in to the commit- 
tee. By the rules the cup awarded by 
the association was given into Mr. Voc- 
tory’s custody for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Victory is a writer of Pitmanic short- 
hand. All the contestants who qualified 
are writers Pitmanic shorthand with 
the exception of three. It is interesting 
to note that not a single one of the tests 
was won by other than a _ Pitmanic 
writer. Neither did they take second 
third place in any of the tests. Every 
one the light-line writers who tran- 
scribed the 150 words was dis- 
qualified for inaccuracy.

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HEALTH HINTS. 


“HEALTH FIRST THE SCHOOLS!” 


This the call which heard with increasing fre- 
quency every community which has been touched 
the great American awakening the value health. 
The determination widespread that the schools the 
country must never again the future, the past, 
place book learning before physical fitness. Everywhere 
there demand for teachers who can teach health. 


have last discovered that health, like happiness, 
large extent matter habit, and that can 


taught. the teachers who are ambitious for pro- 


fessional recognition, wéll those who are desirous 
being vitally helpful the young lives committed 
their charge, the stimulation health activities school 
offers great opportunity. Our stereotyped aims and 
methods the teaching hygiene have large 
extent been discarded. The new aims are very definite, 
but our methods attaining these aims are largely un- 
developed. health work the schools every teacher 
must pioneer. There great responsibility and 
the same time great opportunity. 

The successful teachers health can routinists. 
They must once resourceful and enthusiastic, pos- 
sessing those qualities mind and spirit which enable 
them leaders. Since questions health are 
broad life itself, they can not hope their best 
work while sitting within the four walls the classroom. 
They must co-operate with all the other persons and 
agencies the community whose influence any way 
affects the health school children. They must learn 
work with parents, with family physicians, and local 
health agencies, and utilize the services educational 
periodicals, ministers and churches, women’s clubs, and 
other civic organizations. 


What then, are the aims and guiding principles this 
new education health? 


The time has passed when glib recitation the 
names the bones the body, the stages digestion, 
can regarded test successful teaching. The end 
aimed not information, but action; not simply 
knowledge what things are desirable, but rather the 
habitual practice the rules healthy living. 


second principle which must underlie all successful 
health education that shall positive rather than 
negative. must learn think health terms 
strength and beauty and joy, rather than weakness and 
disease. must imbue the attainment health with 
the spirit glorious game, following the laws health 
would obey the rules the game. “Thou shalt!” 
must take precedence “Thou shalt must not 
say “Don’t forget brush your teeth they will decay 
and you will have bad Rather, must say 
“Brush your teeth regularly that you may enjoy the 
feeling fresh, clean mouth, and have sweet breath, 
and fine shining set strong teeth!” 


Next, health must not taught didactically, but 
personal example and object lesson. Frequently must 
taught indirectly rather than directly. The child has 
interest health for health’s sake, and not un- 
natural that this should so. But every girl desires 
beautiful, and every boy desires strong and 
athletic, and the wise teacher will build these natural 
interests the children, and inspire them the things 
which will result physical beauty and strength. 


The teaching health, moreover, can not confined 
any one lesson period, but can introduced into al- 
most every study the curriculum. often chiefly 
matter emphasis rather than formal instruction. The 
consideration questions diet, ventilation, the 
spread transmissible disease, are all important, but 
may desirable treat them connection with work 
domestic science, physics, nature study. His- 
tory, civics, English, and geography all offer opportunities 
for the inculcation health lessons. The important thing 
that teachers themselves shall have acquired the hygi- 
enic point view, that they will able see and 
make use these opportunities.

Contiguity makes the child associate Thanksgiving with 
turkey, Christmas with Santa Claus, Fourth July with 
fireworks. Contiguity also helps repeat verbatim 
the words the Lord’s prayer, because “Father” suc- 
ceeds “our,” and “who” succeeds “Father,” etc. Having 
learned the words once the line started 
the other words tend follow contiguously. Were not 
for this law words from our prayers, poems, orations 
learned different times might interposed. Thus 
might jumble together. Our Father, the star-spangled 
banner, four score and seven, twinkle, twinkle little star, 
non-sensical fashion. is, the law contiguity 
prevents our jumbling together the “Our Father,” “the 
Star Spangled Banner,” “Lincoln’s Gettysburg speech,”

thing for the teacher know and use, that the mind 
works harmony with these various phases the law 
association which may Help hinder teaching ac- 
cording the teacher does does not appreciate and 
employ them wisely. Knowing and using them effectively 
the well-trained teacher will associate educational ideas 
make the association efficient factor effi- 
cient use and recall. short, good teaching presenting 
truths and ideas harmony with the far-reaching law 
association. 

Carrying this thought further, the teacher should know 
and employ the principle that the association similar 
ideas teaching and learning helps the mind retain 
and recall its experiences. Wherever possible the new 
truth should associated and compared with the similar 
known truth the most effective way comprehending 
and retaining the new fact. 

Occasionally this principle may extended beyond the 
limits similar ideas similar topics. After all, topic 
only unity related truths and whatever applies 
single thought group thoughts applies just 
well all the thoughts grouped around central core 
topic. This especially applicable reviews which 
the aim not import new truths, but deepen and fix 
the new fact for future use. these cases, time and 
place, cause and effect relations essential good teach- 
ing may occasionally give way similarity topics. 
For example, may pedagogically wise review all 
the discoveries, explorations, inventions, territorial ac- 
quisitions, slavery struggles, monetary and tariff legisla- 
tion topically. Instead studying these topics chrono- 
logically would far more pedagogical work out 
and trace from its very beginning each these issues 
its conclusion. For example, the child would learn more 
the early exploration the country west the 
Alleghenies trace the explorations Daniel Boone, 
George Rogers Clark, representative explorer, 
than study western explorations dissected, chrono- 
logical way. The history country, said great 
thinker, the history few representative men. 
arithmetic would pedagogically sound work out 
all the applications percentage mensuration before 
taking other phases arithmetical work; algebra 
all the various methods factoring and 
other subjects. 

Secondly, the teacher should know and make practical 
application the principle that the association con- 
trasted ideas teaching helps the mind 
former experience. such association sin must. 
contrasted with Christian perfection; pleasure with pain; 
multiplication with division, Washington with Lincoln. 
pagan with Life replete with in- 
teresting contrasts which help fix and retain truth. 
“The toad, ugly and venomous, wears yet precious 
jewel his head.” strongly did child life and educa- 
tion appeal Rousseau that told the whole world how 


to.educate children, but left his own the tender care 
orphanage. Demosthenes, once nervous, effeminate, 
stuttering youth, became the most powerful orator 
Athens. “The mustard seed, which indeed the least 
seeds, like unto the kingdom heaven, when 
grown greater than all herbs.” Christ, the God- 
man, Master Heaven and earth, had not where lay 
his head. Truth stranger than fiction, teems with 
extremes, contrasts and paradoxes and wise teacher 
who brings out sharply drawn contrasts means 
fixing and recalling truths. Thus does teach effectively 
through two far-reaching, powerful laws association, 
contrast and contiguity. 

Lastly, the teacher should appreciate the cogent fact 
that pointing out student mind the intimate and 
mutual truth relations helps the mind retain ahd 
recall united experiences. every study cause and effect, 
unify whole subjects and the discovery their mutual 
assists the mind recalling myriads unified 
truths.

efficient recall. The first brings out standards com- 
parison and the ability use them; the second trains the 
mind recall and apply these standards.

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TEACHING CHILDREN THINK. 


The importance this subject the educational field 
today beyond dispute. Men’s minds have developed 
such extent that they longer call that process edu- 
cational which fills the minds children with facts 
they would fill the warehouses the country with its 
products. Not erudition, but the needs and capacity the 
growing mind the child, and still more important the 
end for which God placed the child this earth are now 
the topics that concern the true educator. 

teacher should enter this field without fully compre- 
hending the responsibility her position, for she 
lays her hands the soul child, the most precious 
work God, and the results her ministrations past 
the boundaries time and are measured the eternal 
standards Christ, the Lover little children. 

The mind the child grows the thought imparted 
it, and develops according laws within itself. The 
teacher therefore must know more than the academic sub- 
jects which she teaches. The belief that teachers can 
teach properly any subject which they know has had its 
day,—happily also passed.
